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Obama, Putin clash over fate of Syria, Assad

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 

— U.S. President Barack 
Obama and Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin sharply 
disagreed Monday over 
the chaos in Syria, with 
Obama urging a political 
transition to replace the 
Syrian president but Putin 
warning it would be a mis¬ 
take to abandon the cur¬ 
rent government. 

After dueling speeches at 
the United Nations General 
Assembly, Obama and Pu¬ 
tin also met privately for 90 
minutes — their first face- 
to-face encounter in near¬ 
ly a year. 

At the heart of their dis¬ 
pute over Syria is the fate 
of embattled Syrian leader 
Bashar Assad, a Russian 
ally. The U.S. has long called 
for Assad to leave power, 
while Russia has cast the 
Syrian government as the 
only viable option for de¬ 
feating the Islamic State, 
a militant group that has 
taken advantage of the 
vacuum created by the 
civil war. 

During his address to the 
UN, Obama declared, 
“We must recognize that 
there cannot be, after so 
much bloodshed, so much 
carnage, a return to the 
prewar status quo." 

Putin, speaking shortly after 
the U.S. president, urged 
the world to stick with 
Assad. 

“We believe it's a huge 
mistake to refuse to co¬ 
operate with the Syrian 
authorities, with the gov¬ 
ernment forces, those who 
are bravely fighting terror 
face-to-face," Putin said 
during his first appearance 
at the U.N. gathering in a 
decade. 

Obama and Putin’s dis¬ 
parate views of the grim 
situation in Syria left little 
indication of how fhe two 
countries might work to¬ 
gether to end a conflict 
that has killed more than 
250,000 people and result¬ 
ed in a flood of refugees. 
Indeed, the leaders’ pri¬ 
vate meetings ended with 
vague statements about 
the need for a political res¬ 
olution to the crisis, but no 
clear pathway for making 


that happen. 

The crisis has taken on 
fresh urgency amid Rus¬ 
sia’s recent military buildup 
in Syria. Putin has cast the 


increased presence of 
equipment and troops in 
Syria as part of the effort 
to defeat the Islamic State, 
and suggested Monday 
that Russia could launch 
airstrikes against the mili¬ 
tants. “We are thinking 
about it and don’t exclude 
anything,” he said. 

It's unlikely Putin would 


join the U.S.-led coalition 
already launching strikes 
against the militants. He 
said Russia would only take 
such a step in accordance 


with international law, a 
veiled reference to his criti¬ 
cism that Obama’s coali¬ 
tion does not meet such a 
standard. 

The Syria crisis largely over¬ 
shadowed the summit’s 
other discussions on peace¬ 
keeping, climate change 
and global poverty. 

French President Francois 


Hollande backed Obama’s 
call for Assad’s ousfer, say¬ 
ing “nobody can imagine” 
a political solution in Syria if 
he is still in power. Hollande 


called on countries with in¬ 
fluence in Syria, including 
Gulf nations and Iran, to be 
engaged in a transition. 
However, Iran — which 
along with Russia is a strong 
backer of Assad — said the 
Syrian president must re¬ 
main in power to fight ex¬ 
tremists. Iranian President 
Hassan Rouhani said that 


while Syria’s government 
needs reform, the country 
will fall to the Islamic State 
if the international com¬ 
munity makes getting rid of 
Assad its top goal. 

Despite Obama’s staunch 
opposition to Assad re¬ 
maining in office, the U.S. 
has struggled to push him 
from power. Russia has long 
been a major obstacle, 
shielding Assad from U.N. 
sancfions and continuing 
to provide the Syrian gov¬ 
ernment with weapons. 

In fact, Russia has ap¬ 
peared to deepen its sup¬ 
port for Assad in recent 
weeks, sending additional 
military equipment and 
troops with the justification 
that it is helping the govern¬ 
ment fight the Islamic State. 
The military buildup has 
confounded U.S. officials, 
who spent the summer 
hoping Russia’s patience 
with Assad was waning 
and political negotiations 
could be started. 

Obama and Putin each 
framed his case for Syria's 
future in the context of a 
broader approach to the 
world, launching veiled 
criticisms at each other. □

McCarthy calls for beefed-up response to IS, Russia

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

front-runner to become 
the next leader of the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
denounced President 
Barack Obama’s foreign 
policy on Monday, saying 
the U.S. has “lost the re¬ 
spect of allies and adver¬ 
saries alike.” 

Republican Majority Lead¬ 
er Kevin McCarthy, who 
spoke after the president 
addressed the United Na¬ 


tions, said the U.S. should 
consider putting some spe¬ 
cial forces on the ground in 
Iraq to help coordinate air- 
strikes against Islamic State 
militants. 

He also backed a no-fly 
zone in northern Syria to 
stem the flow of refugees, 
and provide a space for 
Syrian rebels to fight the 
militants — steps the White 
House has so far opposed. 
“We must wage this war 
against radical Islam as 
if our life depended on 


it. Because it does,” said 
McCarthy, who also reit¬ 
erated his criticism of the 
international nuclear deal 
with Iran. 

“We have lost the respect 
of allies and adversaries 
alike. We have isolated Is¬ 
rael while emboldening 
nations like Iran. We let 
North Korea threaten South 
Korea, Russia encroach on 
Ukraine and now China is 
asserting a greater sphere 
of influence,” McCarthy 
said. “Wherever we look.

NEW YORK (AP) — Repub¬

ATLANTA (AP) — A day be¬ 
fore the only woman on 
Georgia’s death row is set 
to be executed, the state 
Board of Pardons and Pa¬ 
roles on Monday scheduled 
a new clemency hearing in 
her case. Kelly Renee Gis¬ 
sendaner, 47, is set to die by 
injection of pentobarbital 
at 7 p.m. (2300 GMT) Tues¬ 
day at the state prison in 
Jackson. She was previous¬ 
ly scheduled to die March 
2, but state officials called 
off the execution “out of an 
abundance of caution" af¬ 
ter noticing that the execu¬ 
tion drug was “cloudy.”The 
new clemency hearing will 
be held Tuesday morning. 
The parole board, the only 
entity authorized to com¬ 
mute a death sentence 
in Georgia, said in a news 
release that its members 
have thoroughly reviewed 
a second request from 
Gissendaner’s lawyers to 
reconsider a February de¬ 
cision denying clemency. 
They are holding the new 
hearing to gather addition¬ 
al information from repre-

serving life in prison and will 
become eligible for parole

The parole board’s deci¬

Earlier Monday, U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Thomas Thrash 
declined to halt Gissend¬ 
aner’s execution or recon¬ 
sider his dismissal of a com¬ 
plaint that Gissendaner's 
lawyers filed in March. They 
argued, in part that there's 
a substantial risk of serious 
harm if the execution pro¬ 
ceeds as planned because 
officials still can’t explain 
what went wrong with the 
execution drug in March. 
Gissendaner’s attorneys 
have appealed Thrash's 
ruling to the 11 th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

After the problem with the 
execution drug surfaced, 
Georgia corrections offi¬ 
cials suspended executions 
until an analysis could be 
done. 

In mid-April they released 
lab reports, a sworn state¬ 
ment from a pharmaco¬ 
logical expert hired by the 
state and a short video 
showing a syringe of clear 
liquid with chunks of a 
white solid floating in the 
solution. □ 


Prison worker who helped 2 killers escape gets up to 7 years

PLATTSBURGH, New York 
(AP) — A sobbing former 
prison worker who helped 
two murderers escape from 
a maximum-security lockup 
said she regretted her “hor¬ 
rible mistake” as she was 
sentenced Monday to up 
to seven years behind bars 
as part of a plea deal. 
Joyce Mitchell apologized 
profusely as she was sen¬ 
tenced to 2 1/3 to seven 
years in prison, saying she 
acted in part out of fear. 
She also might have to 
contribute to the $120,000 
in restitution the state is 


seeking for damages to 
Clinton Correctional Facil¬ 
ity from the brazen June 6 
escape. The judge showed 
little sympathy as he hand¬ 
ed down the sentence and 
set a Nov. 6 restitution hear¬ 
ing. 

“If I could take it all back, I 
would,” she told the judge. 
“I never intended for any of 
this to happen.” 

Mitchell entered the court¬ 
room in tears and cried 
throughout most of the 
35-minute sentencing. She 
apologized to the commu¬ 
nity, her former co-workers 
and law enforcement of¬ 
ficers for the weeks of fear 


and disruption the search 
for the killers caused. 
Mitchell, 51, had pleaded 
guilty to charges related to 
providing hacksaw blades 
and other tools to inmates 
Richard Matt and David 
Sweat. 

Matt was serving 25 years 
to life for the killing and dis¬ 
membering of his former 
boss. Sweat was serving life 
without parole for killing a 
sheriff’s deputy in 2002. 

The pair eluded more 
than 1,000 searchers who 
combed the thick woods 
and bogs of northern New 
York for much of the next 
three weeks. Matt was killed 


by a border agent June 26. 
Sweat was wounded and 
captured by a state troop¬ 
er two days later. 

Mitchell admitted becom¬ 
ing close with the pair while 
she worked as an instruc¬ 
tor in the prison tailor shop. 
She told investigators she 
agreed to be their get¬ 
away driver before back¬ 
ing out after suffering a 
panic attack. The escap¬ 
ees were forced to scrub 
plans to head to Mexico 
and instead fled on foot af¬ 
ter emerging from a man¬ 
hole. 

Judge Kevin Ryan noted 
that the resulting search 


disrupted life in a wide 
swath of the region for 
three weeks. 

“A large portion of the lo¬ 
cal population were terror¬ 
ized," he said. 

“Many were forced to flee 
their homes.” 

Mitchell said she didn’t tell 
anyone about the inmates’ 
escape plan because Matt 
had threatened to harm 
her family, particularly her 
husband, Lyle, who also 
worked in the prison. 

“I was fearful of Mr. Matt 
threatening to kill my hus¬ 
band and wanting to know 
where my son and mother 
live,” she told the judgeO

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 
(AP) — Royal Dutch Shell 
has abandoned its long 
quest to become the first 
company to produce oil 
in Alaska’s Arctic waters, 
darkening the nation’s 
long-term oil prospects 
and delighting environ¬ 
mental groups that tried to 
block the project. 

After years of effort. Shell 
is leaving the region “for 


the foreseeable future” 
because it failed to find 
enough oil to make further 
drilling worthwhile. 

The company has spent 
more than $7 billion on the 
effort, slogged through a 
regulatory gauntlet and 
fought environmental 
groups that feared a spill 
in the harsh climate would 
be difficult to clean up 
and devastating to polar 
bears, walruses, seals and 
other wildlife. 

Shell persisted in hopes of 


finding a big new source of 
oil revenue and establish¬ 
ing expertise and a pres¬ 
ence in the Arctic, which 
geologists estimate holds 
a quarter of the world's un¬ 
discovered conventional 
oil and gas. 

The drilling project also 
held the hopes of Alaska, 
which has seen oil produc¬ 
tion and revenues decline 
sharply in recent years, 
and the U.S. oil industry, 
which looked to Alaska’s 
offshore Arctic as the next 


source of oil big enough to 
keep the country among 
the top three oil produc¬ 
ers in the world along with 
Saudi Arabia and Russia. 
But Shell drilled to 6,800 
feet about 80 miles off¬ 
shore in the Chukchi Sea 
off Alaska’s northwest 
coast and just didn’t find 
much. 

"Shell continues to see im¬ 
portant exploration poten¬ 
tial in the basin, and the 
area is likely to ultimately 
be of strategic importance 
to Alaska and the U.S.,” 
Marvin Odum, director of 
Shell’s operations in the 
Americas, said in a state¬ 
ment issued late Sunday. 
"However, this is a clearly 
disappointing exploration 
outcome for this part of 
the basin.” 

Known in the industry as 
turning up a “dry hole,” it’s 
common for exploratory 
drilling to find little to no 
oil, especially in forma¬ 
tions that have not been 
explored much in the past. 
But Shell’s failure is notable 
because it was the only 
active drilling project in the 
sea, which Shell officials 
had called “a potential 
game-changer,” a vast 


untapped reservoir that 
could add to America’s 
energy supply for 50 years. 
As recently as March, an 
Energy Department ad¬ 
visory council called for 
an immediate expansion 
of oil exploration in the 
American Arctic to avoid 
an increased reliance on 
imported oil in the future, 
in part because it would 
take more than a decade 
for oil in the Arctic to be 
discovered, developed 
and brought to market. 
Charles Ebinger, senior fel¬ 
low for the Brookings Insti¬ 
tution Energy Security and 
Climate Initiative, said in 
an interview that a suc¬ 
cessful well by Shell would 
have been "a terribly big 
deal” because it would 
have attracted others to 
the region. 

Though countries are push¬ 
ing for cleaner energy 
sources, analysts predict 
that the world will need 
another 10 million barrels 
a day between 2030 and 
2040 to meet growing de¬ 
mand, especially in devel¬ 
oping countries, Ebinger 
said. The world now con¬ 
sumes 93.6 million barrels 
of oil every dayQ 


Qatar sovereign fund plans $35 billion in US investments

WASHINGTON/DUBAI, 
UAE(AP) — Qatar’s gov¬ 
ernment investment fund 
is making a big bet on the 
U.S. economy. 

The OPEC member's Qa¬ 
tar Investment Authority 
said Monday it is opening 
an office in New York and 
is committed to investing 
$35 billion in the United 
States over the next five 
years. The announcement 
represents a major vote 
of confidence by the sov¬ 
ereign wealth fund in the 
U.S., a key ally of the small 


but energy-rich Gulf Arab 
nation. 

The new office will give 
the fund better access to 
investment partners and 
help it pursue its goal of 
diversifying its portfolio, the 
QIA said. 

“With boots on the ground, 
our presence in New York 
will anchor our interest in 
the region,” Sheikh Abdulla 
bin Mohammed bin Saud 
Al Thani, the fund's chief 
executive, said in a state¬ 
ment. "It is the perfect lo¬ 
cation to help strengthen 
our existing relationships 
and promote new partner¬ 


ships as we continue to ex¬ 
pand geographically, di¬ 
versify our assets and seek 
long term growth.” 

The fund, founded in 
2005, and other Qatari 
government-linked inves¬ 
tors traditionally have in¬ 
vested heavily in Europe, 
snapping up headline¬ 
grabbing trophies such as 
stakes in prominent Lon¬ 
don properties and the 
Paris Saint-Germain soccer 
team. 

Well-known names in the 
QIA portfolio include Brit¬ 
ain's iconic Harrods de¬ 
partment store, stakes in 


banks Barclays and Credit 
Suisse, and a chunk of the 
company that runs Lon¬ 
don’s Heathrow Airport. 
The fund is also a major 
investor in Volkswagen 
AG. That investment that 
has lost billions of dollars 
in value in recent days as 
the German automaker’s 
share price plunged after 
it admitted rigging diesel 
emissions to pass U.S. tests. 
The QIA's existing Ameri¬ 
can holdings include a 
more than 10-percent 
stake in New York-based 
luxury jeweler Tiffany & Co. 
Government-backed Qa¬ 


tar Airways, meanwhile, 
has been rapidly expand¬ 
ing the number of routes it 
flies to U.S. cities, provoking 
a backlash from American 
carriers. 

Washington considers Qa¬ 
tar an important ally in the 
Arab world. The country's 
vast al-Udeid air base out¬ 
side the capital, Doha, 
hosts American bombers, 
support aircraft and the 
forward headquarters for 
U.S. Central Command. 
The Sovereign Wealth Fund 
Institute estimates the QIA 
manages some $256 billion 
in investments. □ 
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American consumer spending up 0.4 percent in August

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

consumer spending rose 
at a healthy rate in Au¬ 
gust, while income growth 
slowed after a big jump in 
July. 

Consumer spending ad¬ 
vanced 0.4 percent com¬ 
pared to July, when spend¬ 
ing also increased by 0.4 
percent, the Commerce 
Department said Monday. 
In both months, the fig¬ 
ures reflected strong gains 
in purchases of durable 
goods such as autos. 
Consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for two-thirds of 
economic activity, and the 
latest result supports ex¬ 
pectations for it to remain 
strong in the second half of 
this year. That should help 
serve as a buffer against a 
global slowdown that has 
hurt American manufactur¬ 
ers. 

“Overall consumer spend¬ 
ing remains robust and 
highlights a solid employ¬ 
ment backdrop,” said Brick- 
lin Dwyer, an economist at 
BNP Paribas. “We expect 
firm spending ahead as 
employment remains solid 
and wages begin to accel¬ 
erate." 

Sal Guatieri, senior econo¬ 
mist at BMO Capital Mar¬ 
kets, said that the spend¬ 
ing gains were broad, with 
consumers getting a boost 
in spending power from 
falling energy prices. He 
predicted that spending 
in the current July-Septem- 
ber quarter would remain 
robust at an annual rate 
above 3 percent. 

Personal income was up 0.3 
percent in August, helped 
by another solid increase 
in wages and salaries. The 
result follows a 0.5 percent 
income gain in July, which 
had been the best showing 
in eight months. 

The government on Friday 
issued its final estimate for 


overall economic growth 
for the spring, saying the 
gross domestic product ex¬ 
panded at an annual rate 
of 3.9 percent in the April- 
June quarter. 

That’s a strong rebound 
from an anemic rate of 0.6 
percent in the January- 
March period. Much of 
that bounce back reflects 
a surge in consumer spend¬ 
ing, which grew at a 3.6 
percent rate in the spring, 
double the rate in the win¬ 
ter. 

Economists believe that 
overall growth has slowed 
to something around 2.2 
percent to 2.5 percent in 
the current quarter. Yet 
they expect a modest ac¬ 
celeration in the final three 
months of this year, be¬ 
lieving that strong gains in 
employment will provide 
people with more money 
to spend. 

The slowdown in income 
growth in August meant 
that that the saving rate 
slipped a bit to 4.6 percent 
of after-tax incomes, down 
from 4.7 percent in July. 

An inflation gauge pre¬ 
ferred by the Federal Re¬ 
serve was unchanged in 
August, while core inflation 
excluding food and energy 
showed a tiny 0.1 percent 
increase. Over the past 12 
months, prices have risen 
just 0.3 percent, and core 
inflation is up 1.3 percent. 
Both inflation measures are 
far below the Fed’s target 
for annual price increases 
of 2 percent. 

Fed officials passed up a 
chance at their September 
meeting to begin raising in¬ 
terest rates from the record 
low near zero, where they 
have been for nearly sev¬ 
en years. They noted that 
they wanted to wait given 
recent adverse develop¬ 
ments that have roiled the 
global economy and finan¬ 
cial markets. □

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Eu¬ 
ropean Union on Monday 
announced that it will be 
able to go after suspect¬ 
ed migrant trafficking and 
smuggling vessels in the 
international waters of the 
Mediterranean as of next 
week. Monday’s EU state¬ 
ment said Operation So¬ 
phia will allow naval per¬ 
sonnel of EU nations “to 
board, search, seize and 
divert vessels suspected 
of being used for human 
smuggling or trafficking on 
the high seas, in line with in¬ 
ternational law” as of Oct. 
7. In reaction to the tens of 
thousands of people cross¬ 
ing the Mediterranean 
and the thousands of lives 
lost, theEU set up an oper¬ 
ation that initially centered 
on saving those drifting on 
the high seas and would 
later also include directly 
targeting smuggling and 
trafficking operations. 

The operation had been 
launched in June and 
since it reached opera¬ 
tional capability on July 27, 
it has saved 2,186 people 
from drowning. 

EU member states now 
committed enough ships. 


helicopters and other mili¬ 
tary equipment to start 
the active phase of the 
counter-smuggling op¬ 
eration. “Today’s decision 
takes the EU naval opera¬ 
tion from its intelligence¬ 
gathering phase to its op¬ 
erational and active phase 
against human smugglers 


on the high seas," EU for¬ 
eign policy chief Federica 
Mogherini said. EU officials 
also agreed to rename the 
EUNAVFOR Med operation 
“Sophia" after a baby born 
on a rescue ship this sum¬ 
mer off the Libyan coast. 

As part of the rescue op¬ 
eration, four ships are de¬ 


ployed at the moment and 
1,318 people are working 
on the action involving 22 
of the member states. It 
wasn’t immediately clear 
by how many ships and 
personnel the enlarged 
mission, which includes 
counter-trafficking action,

Doctors see cold as new trial for asylum-seekers

BAPSKA, Croatia (AP) — 

Doctors treated migrant 
children — including new¬ 
borns — for exposure as 
dropping temperatures 
Monday worsened the 
plight of asylum-seekers 
walking for days trying to 
reach sanctuary in Europe. 
One group of migrants 
crossed into Croatia near 
the small village of Bapska, 


walking through cornfields 
and forests late Sunday to 
pass through a small gate 
that marks the border with 
Serbia. 

Vladimir Bozic, a physician 
from Doctors without Bor¬ 
ders, said he had treated 
many young children for 
temperature-related ill¬ 
nesses. 

“We saw a 1-month old 
baby, even (one just) 15 
days,” Bozic said. 
Volunteers from the U.N. 


High Commissioner from 
Refugees handed out blan¬ 
kets, warm drinks and food 
to those fleeing conflict 
and poverty in the Middle 
East, Africa and Asia. Many 
are suffering in rising num¬ 
bers from colds and the flu 
after days or weeks on the 
move in the rain and the 
mud. 

“I expect even more, with 
the worsening of these 
cold conditions,” Bozic 
said. “Winter is coming.” 


Migrants lined up at Croa¬ 
tia’s Opatovac transit cen¬ 
ter Monday to take trains 
out the country. About 
78,000 asylum seekers have 
crossed into Croatia since 
Sept. 15, when Hungary 
closed its border with Ser¬ 
bia, diverting the migrants 
to Croatia. 

Saed Al Mousawi, who fled 
from Afghanistan, said the 
drop in temperatures had 
made many feel unwell, 
especially the children. □ 


US backs Dutch 
resolution over 
Yemen probe

GENEVA (AP) — The United 
States supports Dutch ef¬ 
forts to create an interna¬ 
tional fact-finding mission 
on human rights abuses in 
war-torn Yemen, the U.S. 
ambassador to the top 
U.N. rights body said Mon¬ 
day, setting the stage for 
tough diplomatic negotia¬ 
tion on the issue with Saudi 
Arabia and other Arab 
states in coming days. 

The Dutch proposal to the 
U.N. Human Rights Council, 
which could expose abus¬ 
es on all sides of the war, 
follows the submission of 
another one co-sponsored 
by Saudi Arabia and Ye¬ 
men that does not seek an 
international mission. The 
U.S. has backed a blister¬ 
ing Saudi-led campaign 
of air strikes in Yemen, and 
Ambassador Keith Harper 
told The Associated Press 
on Monday that the U.S. ul¬ 
timately hopes for a com¬ 
promise. 

The Dutch want the of¬ 
fice of U.N. Human Rights 
chief Zeid Raad al-Hussein 
to send a mission to report 
on possible abuses and 
conflict-related crimes in 
Yemen. The council now 
faces separate votes on 
the two proposals before 
its three-week session ends 
on Friday, though diplo¬ 
matic efforts are under 
way to overcome differ¬ 
ences, officials said. 

In a text message to the 
AP, Harper said the U.S. 
supports the Dutch propos¬ 
al, including the involve¬ 
ment of Zeid’s office. □

JERUSALEM (AP) — Pales¬ 
tinians clashed with Israeli

day on Monday. 

The hilltop compound in 
Jerusalem's Old City is a 
frequent flashpoint and its 
fate is a core issue at the 
heart of fhe Israeli-Palesfin- 
ian conflict. It is known to 
Jews as the Temple Mount, 
site of the two biblical Jew¬ 
ish temples. Muslims revere 
it as the Noble Sanctuary, 
where they believe the 
Prophet Muhammad as¬ 
cended to heaven there. 
Police said young protest¬ 
ers barricaded themselves 
inside the Al-Aqsa mosque, 
despite an order permitting 
only men over the age of 
50 from entering the com¬ 
pound for prayers. Israel 
has imposed fhe ban at 
times of unrest in the past 
as it is mostly young Pales¬ 
tinians who throw rocks at 
the holy site. Women of all 
ages are allowed to enter. 
Palestinians stockpiled 
rocks and other projectiles 
at the Al-Aqsa mosque 
overnight, according to 
police spokeswoman Luba 
Samri. 

Police had tried to negoti¬ 
ate with the Waqf — the 
Islamic religious author¬ 
ity that oversees the com¬ 
pound — to call for calm, 
but talks failed and police 
entered the compound to 
seize the “dangerous de¬ 
vices intended to harm visi¬ 
tors to the site and police 
and endanger their lives,” 
she said. 

Palestinians threw rocks, 
firebombs and firecrackers 
from within the mosque at 
the police, Samri also said, 
adding that the fire bombs

Spain: Tough talks loom for Catalonia pro-secession parties

— Secessionist parties who 
agree on breaking Cata¬ 
lonia away from Spain but 
little else started preparing 
Monday for tough politi¬ 
cal negotiations aimed at 
forming a regional coali¬ 
tion government to push 
their independence agen¬ 
da despite a warning from 
Prime Minister Mariano Ra- 
joy that any separation at¬ 
tempt won’t be permitted. 


The separatist “Together 
for Yes” pro-indepen¬ 
dence alliance on Sunday 
won 62 seats in Catalonia's 
135-member parliament, 
six short of a majority, forc¬ 
ing it to seek support from 
the Popular Unity Candi¬ 
dacy anti-establishment 
separatist party that de¬ 
tests Artur Mas, the region¬ 
al leader who called the 
vote. 

No meetings were set 
Monday but both sides 
said talks would begin 
soon to form a regional 


government and pick its 
leader. The Popular Unity 
Candidacy party, known 
as CUP, won 10 seats and 
has lambasted Mas for in¬ 
voking unpopular austerity 
measures. 

Members said Monday 
they wouldn’t support any¬ 
one to lead Catalonia’s re¬ 
gional government linked 
to “cutbacks and corrup¬ 
tion," a clear reference to 
Mas, who presided over 
cutbacks during Spain's 
years of economic hard¬ 
ship during the financial 


crisis. 

While CUP leader David 
Fernandez promised his 
party will help the “Togeth¬ 
er for Yes” side because 
both share the common 
goal of independence, 
analysts predicted difficult 
negotiations. A new gov¬ 
ernment isn’t expected to 
be in place until Novem¬ 
ber. 

CUP is “in a tough spot: 
supporting Mas would an¬ 
tagonize its voter base, but 
forcing him to step down 
could paralyze the inde¬ 
pendence process,” said 
Antonio Barroso, a London- 
based analyst with the 
Teneo Intelligence political 
risk consulting group. 

Mas on Monday brushed 
off suggestions that his 
leadership was in question 
and insisted that under 
party agreements he has 
to be the regional presi¬ 
dential candidate. 

He insisted the vote gave 
them a mandate to pro¬ 
ceed with the indepen¬ 
dence drive and that they 
would work with CUP “to 
carry out the road map” 
and to put in place gov¬ 
ernmental structures need¬ 
ed for what he called “the 
legal disconnection” with 


Spain. 

Prior to the elections. 
Mas and his group had 
pledged to work for an in¬ 
dependent state within 18 
months, including a unilat¬ 
eral declaration of inde¬ 
pendence. 

But CUP's main candidate, 
Antonio Banos, said Mon¬ 
day that such a declara¬ 
tion couldn’t now be justi¬ 
fied as it would have need¬ 
ed the backing of more 
than half the votes. 

Under the 41-year-old Fer¬ 
nandez, CUP has succeed¬ 
ed regionally in tapping 
into the same anger at aus¬ 
terity measures exploited 
by far-left European parties 
like Syriza in Greece. 
Catalans, he said in an 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press last week, need 
to claim their sovereignty 
as a nation from a Span¬ 
ish state he sees as having 
little respect for Catalonia 
and is an enthusiastic par¬ 
ticipant in a global capital¬ 
ist economy he labels as 
“a war machine that robs, 
kills and lies."

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Vietnam leader: China island work violates international law

NEW YORK (AP) — Viet¬ 
nam’s president told The 
Associated Press on Mon¬ 
day that China’s island¬ 
building in the disputed 
South China Sea violates 
international law and en¬ 
dangers maritime security. 
President Truong Tan Sang 
also urged the U.S., which 
has expressed mounting 
concern over China’s as¬ 
sertive behavior, to fully lift 
a ban on lethal weapons 
sales to Vietnam. 

Sang said that would dem¬ 
onstrate to the world that 
U.S.-Vietnam relations have 
been fully normalized, 40 
years after the end of the 
Vietnam War. Sang was 
speaking in an interview 
with The AP as world lead¬ 
ers gathered at the United 
Nations. 

Communist-ruled Vietnam 
and China have long¬ 
standing fraternal ties but 
tensions have grown over 
oil exploration in disputed 
waters, and as China has 
undertaken massive land 
reclamation in the Spratly 
island chain, also claimed 
by Vietnam. “The East Sea 
is indeed a hot spot of 
the region and the world 
at this point, and in the 
last year China has done 
large-scale reclamation 
of submerged islands to 
make them very big is¬ 
lands," Sang said, using the 
name Hanoi uses for the 
South China Sea. 

“We believe that these 
acts by China violate in¬ 
ternational law,” he said, 
citing the U.N. convention 
of the law of the sea. He 
added that it also infringes 
a declaration of conduct 
reached in 2002 by mem¬ 
bers of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations. 

He said the concerns of 
Vietnam and other South¬ 
east Asian nations are “ob¬ 
vious and easy to under¬ 
stand because the acts 


by China seriously affect 
the maritime safety and 
security in the East Sea.” 
He underscored the im¬ 
portance of a peaceful 
environment to realize new 
goals for sustainable de¬ 
velopment just agreed at 
the U.N. In Washington last 
week, China’s President Xi 
Jinping said the Chinese 
have “the right to uphold 
our own sovereignty” in the 
South China Sea, where 
Vietnam, the Philippines, 
Taiwan, Brunei and Malay¬ 
sia also have competing 
claims to tiny islands and 
reefs. China has reclaimed 
about 3,000 acres (1,200 
hectaresjof land in the 
past year-and-a-half by 
dredging sand from the 
ocean bed, and is building 
airstrips and other facilities 
that the U.S. is concerned 
could have military uses. 
While Sang talked tough 
on China, he had warm 
words for the United States, 
and looked for further steps 
to cement stronger ties. 
“The moment the United 
States fully lifts the ban on 
lethal weapons sales to 
Vietnam will send a signal 
to the whole world that the 
Vietnam-U.S. relations have 
been fully normalized” and 
there’s no mistrust between 
the two nations, Sang said. 
A visit by President Barack 
Obama to Vietnam — pos¬ 
sibly this fall, when the U.S. 
leader is due to visit the 
region — would also con¬ 
solidate a comprehensive 
partnership formalized be¬ 
tween the former enemies 
when Sang visited Wash¬ 
ington in 2013, he said. 

Last October, the U.S. an¬ 
nounced it would allow 
sales, on a case-by-case 
basis, of lethal equipment 
to help the maritime secu¬ 
rity of Vietnam — easing a 
ban in place since commu¬ 
nists took power at the end 
of the Vietnam War in 1975. 
But the Obama administra-

tion has said that Vietnam 
needs to improve human 
rights conditions for the re¬ 
lationship to reach its fullest 
potential. 

U.S. lawmakers also feel 
that Hanoi should clean up 
its human rights act before 
getting privileges in the 
Trans-Pacific Partnership 
trade deal currently un¬ 
der negotiation. Vietnam 
is one of 12 nations in the 
agreement which appears 
close to completion. Sang 
expressed willingness to 
keep discussing human 
rights with the U.S. He said 
that a chapter on human 
rights is now included in 
Vietnam’s constitution, 
and that implementing 
legislation would be enact¬ 
ed in the “next few years” 
so those rights are fully in 
place “on the ground."□ 
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OAS approves anti-corruption mission to work in Honduras 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Organization of American 
States announced an anti¬ 
corruption mission Monday 
to advise and supervise 
prosecutors in the Central 
American nation of Hondu¬ 
ras. 

Activists in Honduras have 
been demanding an inter¬ 
national commission to root 
out government corrup¬ 
tion, similar to a U.N. body 


in neighboring Guatemala. 
Honduran President Juan 
Orlando Hernandez has 
been under pressure from 
a protest movement that 
began in May amid anger 
over a public health scan¬ 
dal. 

Hernandez said Monday 
that the OAS mission will be 
"more integrated” than the 
U.N. agency in Guatemala, 
whose work led to the res¬ 


ignation of that country’s 
president in connection 
with a fraud scheme. 

The Guatemala commis¬ 
sion has the power to start 
investigations. It is unclear if 
Honduras' will. 

OAS Secretary General Luis 
Almagro said a well-known 
jurist would be named to 
head the commission, but 
did not announce who. 
Leonidas Rosa Bautista, 


Honduras’ ambassador to 
the OAS, said candidates 
were still being reviewed for 
the spot. 

The commission will include 
an international team of 
judges and prosecutors. 
“We hope that the justice 
system will be an effective 
tool in the fight against im¬ 
punity, that it will manage 
to gain the respect of the 
people of Honduras and 


become an essential part 
of fhe democratic system,” 
Almagro said. 

Hernandez has acknowl¬ 
edged that his election 
campaign received financ¬ 
ing from businesspeople 
linked to a social secu¬ 
rity embezzlement scandal 
that investigators allege 
involved millions of dollars 
misspent on marked-up 
goods and services.Q

authorities are investigat¬ 
ing a possible money laun¬ 
dering scheme at a luxury 
hotel owned by President 
Cristina Fernandez. 

In many nations, such al¬ 
leged malfeasance would 
sink a party's chances in 
presidential elections. Not 
so in Argentina, where the 
poll leader ahead of fhe 
Ocf. 25 vofe, Daniel Scioli, 
is a stalwart of Fernandez’s 
Justicialist Party and has 
largely run on its 12-year re¬ 
cord. 

The only opposition can¬ 
didate campaigning on a 
platform of cracking down 
on bad-acting politicians, 
Sergio Massa, came in a 
distant third in August’s 
open primaries. 

“In this country, nobody 


loses sleep over corrup¬ 
tion,” said Patricio Giusto, 
an analyst with consulting 
firm Political Diagnostics. 

For voters in Argentina, 
which has suffered period¬ 
ic financial crises and has 
the dubious distinction of 
the largest default in world 
history, the top issues are 
crime and the economy. 
But there are other reasons

doing. 

A politically charged cli¬ 
mate, combined with a

The South American na¬ 
tion of 41 million ranks 107 
out of 174 on Transparency 
International's corruption 
perception index, scor¬ 
ing worse than other Latin 
American countries tradi¬ 
tionally known for shady 
dealings, such as Mexico, 
Bolivia and Brazil. 
“Corruption is inherent in 


the culture,” said Sergio Ro¬ 
jas, a 26-year-old who said 
he has not yet decided 
who he will vote for. Rojas 
added that Argentines of¬ 
ten reconcile the problem 
by saying to themselves, 
“they are all thieves, so we 
have to vote for whoever 
robs the least.” 

A recent poll by the Center 
for Study of Public Opinion, 
a Buenos Aires-based fhink 
fank, found thaf voters' top 
issue was crime, closely fol¬ 
lowed by inflation and the 
economy. Corruption was 
a distant fourth. 

When asked about the 
administration's scandals 
during a recent interview 
with The Associated Press, 
Scioli said the accusations 
were an indication that the 
opposition lacked good 
ideas. 

Opposition candidates 
"are planting seeds of pes¬ 
simism and discontent in Ar¬ 
gentines, who don't want 
to go back but rather want 
to move forward,” said 
Scioli, the governor of the 
Buenos Aires province and 
a former vice president.^ 


Venezuela, Guyana to restore ambassadors amid border dispute

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

After a tense meeting, the 
presidents of Venezuela 
and Guyana agreed early 
this week to restore am¬ 
bassadors and hold talks 
to resolve a long-running 
border dispute that flared 
up recently following fhe 
discovery of oil in disputed 
waters. 

Venezuelan President 
Nicolas Maduro and Guy¬ 
anese President David 
Granger met for the first 


time in New York in talks 
mediated by U.N. Secre¬ 
tary-General Ban Ki-moon 
during the world body's 
general assembly. 

The current border be¬ 
tween the South American 
countries was determined 
by international arbitration 
in 1899, but Venezuela has 
disputed that line for more 
than a half century and 
claims about 40 percent 
of Guyana’s territory that 
is rich in gold, bauxite, dia¬ 
monds and other natural 
resources. It extended its 


maritime claims recently 
after a subsidiary of Exxon 
Mobil Corp. announced it 
made a significant oil dis¬ 
covery off Guyana's coast. 
The countries have been 
without ambassadors since 
earlier this year and ten¬ 
sions increased over the 
past week. 

Guyana held military exer¬ 
cises around the country 
on Saturday, after it ac¬ 
cused Venezuela of de¬ 
ploying troops to its border. 
Venezuelan officials have 
said only that troops were 


conducting exercises in the 
country's east and Guy¬ 
ana said its troop move¬ 
ments were not aimed at 
inflaming the situation. 

“For now the ambassadors 
are returning,” Maduro told 
reporters after the meeting 
at U.N. headquarters. “I’m 
going to start to commu¬ 
nicate, to call President 
Granger, until we have a 
close relationship and dia¬ 
logue accompanied by 
our Caribbean brothers." 

A U.N. statement said the 
two presidents expressed 


a “willingness to continue 
to engage in dialogue,” 
and would receive their re¬ 
spective ambassadors for 
a return to full diplomatic 
representation. 

Granger, in a video posted 
on the YouTube channel of 
Guyana’s presidency, said 
Venezuela was the first to 
recall its ambassador and 
then didn’t accept Guy¬ 
ana's nominee as ambas¬ 
sador to Caracas.

A ribbon on a remarkable year for Jordan Spieth

ATLANTA (AP) - Jordan Spieth took 
possession of his final two trophies 
on the deck of a hospitality chalet 
that overlooked the 18th green at 
East Lake. He turned to raise them 
to a crowd gathered below, and 
camera flashes under a gloomy 
sky made it feel like a rock con¬ 
cert. 

Before long, he could hear the 
steady chant of “Jordan! Jordan!" 
from kids next to the clubhouse 
wanting his autograph. 

The majors over, this was all he 
cared about. A victory in the Tour 
Championship meant his name on 
the FedEx Cup trophy, a $10 million 
bonus, a sweep of all the impor¬ 
tant awards and no argument on 
who was the best in golf this year. 
“This one,” he said, “I cannot wait 
to celebrate.” 

Make it quick. 

The new PGA Tour season for some 
players begins in 17 days in Cali¬ 
fornia, and for Spieth in about six 
weeks in Shanghai. 

He found out during the FedEx 
Cup playoffs, which he began by 
missing back-to-back cuts for the 
first time in his young career, that 
being billed as the next great thing 
only lasts until someone else does 
something better. 

Spieth won the Masters and U.S. 
Open, the first time someone won 
back-to-back majors since, well, 
last year. Rory Mcllroy won the 
British Open and the PGA Cham¬ 
pionship, with a World Golf Cham¬ 
pionship in between. Spieth set a 
PGA Tour record with just over $12 
million in earnings, which comes 
out to $481,218 for each of the 25 
tournaments he played. Mcllroy, 
who splits time between the PGA 
Tour and European Tour, aver¬ 
aged $487,064 in his 17 tour starts 
last year. 

Absolutely, Spieth needs to cel¬ 
ebrate a season that was off fhe 
charts in so many ways. 

But it doesn’t get any easier from 
here. 

The reason some players, such as 
Bubba Watson and Rickie Fowler, 
wanted to wait until the end of the 
Tour Championship before decid¬ 


ing on PGA Tour player of fhe year 
was because of Jason Day. Had 
he won at East Lake, that would 
have given Day six wins this year, 
including a major and three FedEx 
Cup playoff events against strong 
fields. 

So the way Spieth closed out the 
season was important on more 
than just 10 million levels. 

Still, it was another reminder not 
only that Spieth's season was in¬ 


credible, but that it will require no 
less work, no less magic, to do it 
again. Not since 1973, with Jack 
Nicklaus (seven wins) and Tom 
Weiskopf (five), have fwo players 
won at least five PGA Tour events 
in one season. 

Spieth, Day and Mcllroy are in 
a close race for No. 1, and they 
are just as close in Las Vegas. The 
Westgate Las Vegas Superbook 
lists Spieth at 6-1 to win the Masters 
next year, followed by Mcllroy and 
Day at 7-1. The next best odds fall 
to Dustin Johnson and Watson at 
15-1. 


So what does he do for an encore? 
“I don'f know how we sit down 
and try to improve on it, but we're 
going to try,” Spieth said. 

Spieth became only the 19th play¬ 
er in 120 years to win multiple ma¬ 
jors in one season. Seven players 
did it more than once, with Nick¬ 
laus (five times) and Tiger Woods 
(four times) leading the way. But 
only eight players have followed 
a year of multiple majors by even 


winning one major. There are no 
flukes on that list - Woods (three 
times), Nicklaus (twice), Gene 
Sarazen (twice), Walter Hagen, 
Bobby Jones, Arnold Palmer, Lee 
Trevino and Tom Watson. 
Expectations will be higher than 
ever, and maybe they should be. 
It’s worth remembering that at 
this time a year ago, Spieth had 
one professional victory and had 
dropped out of contention from 
the final group af fhe Masters and 
The Players Championship. He lost 
an early lead in his singles match 
against Graeme McDowell in the 


Ryder Cup. 

What doesn't get enough atten¬ 
tion is the way he won the Austra¬ 
lian Open late last year, closing 
with one of the best rounds he 
ever played. What also doesn’t 
get enough attention are two 
tournaments he lost. 

Jimmy Walker should have been 
able to soak up an easy victory at 
the Valero Texan Open this year, 
except that he had to birdie two 


holes and save par with another 
putt down the stretch because Spi¬ 
eth ran off four straight birdies. The 
other was the British Open, where 
Spieth handled the enormous 
weight of going for the Grand 
Slam by missing a playoff by one 
shot. He has the Presidents Cup 
next week, and the HSBC Champi¬ 
ons might be little more than a vic¬ 
tory lap for a year he won't forget. 
He has title defenses in Australia 
and the Bahamas late in the year. 
And then he gets to start all over.

Las Vegas, Quebec City set to 
take step in NHL expansion bid

Las Vegas and Quebec 
City are moving closer in 
their bids to land a NFHL 
franchise. 

A Bill Foley-led group and 
Montreal-based commu¬ 
nications giant Quebecor 
are in the third and final 
stage of a process to po¬ 
tentially bring the world’s 
top hockey league to Las 
Vegas and Quebec City, 
respectively. 

"They have been invited 
to make presentations to 
the Executive Committee 
on Tuesday,” NFHL Deputy 
Commissioner Bill Daly 
wrote in an email. 

Later in the day, the com¬ 


mittee will report to the 
NFHL Board of Governors. 
“Evaluation process will 
continue,” Daly wrote. 
“No defined timeline." 
Quebecor spokesman 
Martin Tremblay and Mi¬ 
chelle Kersch, spokes¬ 
woman for Foley’s group, 
confirmed fheir groups will 
make a presentation. 

NFHL Commissioner Gary 
Bettman said earlier this 
month the league is "not 
feeling any timeline pres¬ 
sure,” in the expansion 
process. Bettman has pro¬ 
posed an expansion fee of 
$500 million, a significant 
jump from the $80 million 
fee paid by the Columbus 
Blue Jackets and Minneso¬ 


ta Wild, when the NFHL last 
expanded to 30 teams in 
2000 . 

It is expected to take at 
least two years before 
the NFHL would potentially 
have 32 teams playing. 
The league has exam¬ 
ined each market and 
both groups’ arena plans 
after they were the cho¬ 
sen two out of 16 expan¬ 
sion applicants.

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Cycling world champ Sagan casts spotlight on migrant crisis

RICHMOND, Virginia (AP) 

— Peter Sagan had just 
climbed to the top of the 
podium at cycling's world 
championships on Sunday 
when the Slovakian star 
turned the spotlight on is¬ 
sues far greater than a bike 
race. 

Might as well use that po¬ 
dium as a pulpit, after all. 
Thousands of migrants 
fleeing war and poverty 
in the Middle East, Africa 
and Asia have flooded 
through the Balkans and 
into Western Europe over 
the past year, creating 
tensions among nations 
trying to respond to the cri¬ 
sis. The situation has turned 
many people into nomads, 
searching not only for bor¬ 
ders willing to let them 
cross, but a country willing 
to give them a fresh sfarf. 
“We live in fhe moment 
now,” Sagan said, “but 
maybe in the future, I don’t 
know. Maybe we're not 
here. That is why it’s im¬ 
portant. I want to tell the 
people thinking about how 
we’re going to change 
the world — OK, one man, 
maybe nothing, but if 
we have more, we can 
change.” 

The 25-year-old Sagan was 
born in the former Czecho¬ 


slovakia less fhan a year 
after the Velvet Revolution 
restored democracy in the 
country. Though he was still 
an infant when the nation 
peacefully separated into 


the Czech Republic and 
Slovakia, his family lived 
through turbulent times. 
Perhaps it was no surprise 
that such world issues 
weighed on his mind Sun¬ 


day. 

“I told Kate, my girlfriend, 
if I win the rainbow jersey, 
I want to tell this so people 
are thinking about the fu¬ 
ture," Sagan said, “and 
that we have to change 
something." 

In many ways, Sagan has 
become the new face of 
cycling. He’s young, char¬ 
ismatic and exciting, ca¬ 
pable of winning any kind 
of race — a flaf-out sprinf 
or over a punchy course 
like he found af the world 
championships. His flair 
for fhe dramafic has en¬ 
deared Sagan to older 
fans who weathered the 
doping scandals of Lance 
Armstrong and others, and 
young fans only learning 
about the sport. 

His relationship with fans 
was on full display in Rich¬ 
mond, where Sagan in 
some ways became an ad¬ 
opted American. Fans lin¬ 
ing the course shouted his 
name, urging him on dur¬ 
ing the decisive final lap, 
and roared their approval 
when he rode hands-free 
across the finish line. 

Sagan responded by flip¬ 
ping his helmet into the 
crowd and raising his arms 
in triumph. 

The victory was also vali¬ 
dation for Sagan, who was 


near the front in every race 
he competed in this sea¬ 
son, but always seemed to 
come up short. Those sec¬ 
ond- and third-place finish¬ 
es even began to draw the 
ire of his trade team owner, 
who lamented about how 
much Sagan was getting 
paid. 

Never mind that Sagan 
won two stages and the 
overall title at the Tour of 
California, or his fourth 
straight green jersey as the 
top sprinter at the Tour de 
France. 

“I was winning a lot, and it 
got boring for the people 
and the riders," he said 
jokingly, when pressed on 
all his near-misses. “I'm al¬ 
ways fighting. In the Tour 
de France and this year at 
some of the classics, I was 
at the front but just not the 
best.” 

There was no disputing he 
was the best on Sunday. 
Sagan hid safely in the 
peloton as riders kept at¬ 
tacking throughout the 
260-kilometer race, only 
popping to the front in the 
last few kilometers. On the 
penultimate climb, Sagan 
jumped to the front and 
roared away, getting into 
an aerodynamic tuck to 
leave the rest of the field 
behind. □

The Gear VR, 
which requires users to in¬ 
sert the latest version of a 
Samsung smartphone into 
the headset, will ship in No¬ 
vember. 


Netflix content is available 
to be viewed in Oculus or 
Samsung headsets start¬ 
ing Thursday, while Hulu 
said it would also bring its

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Wall Street falls sharply on China growth worries

“Whenever the market is 
down, the first place to 
look these days is China,” 
said John Manley, chief eq¬ 
uity strategist at Wells Fargo 
Fund Management.

Whole Foods to 
slash 1,500 jobs 
in next 8 weeks 

NEW YORK (AP) — Grocery 
chain Whole Foods is cut¬ 
ting about 1,500 jobs over 
the next eight weeks as it 
looks to lower prices and 
keep up with competition. 
The cuts represent about 
1.6 percent of its work¬ 
force. 

But Whole Foods Market 
Inc. said in a regulatory fil¬ 
ing on Monday that many 
of the reductions will come 
through attrition. It an¬ 
ticipates workers whose 
jobs are cut will find other 
jobs from the almost 2,000 
open positions across the 
company or from new jobs 
that’ll be created by more 
than 100 new stores in de¬ 
velopment. 

Whole Foods said it has 
added more than 9,000 
jobs in the past year and 
created nearly 35,000 jobs 
over the last five years. 
Whole Foods was re¬ 
cently hurt by bad pub¬ 
licity when New York City 
officials found it was over¬ 
charging customers. New 
York City’s Department of 
Consumer Affairs said that 
Whole Foods stores were 
overstating the weight of 
some pre-packaged prod¬ 
ucts, like chicken tenders 
and a vegetable platter. 
Whole Foods has said that 
it is taking steps to prevent 
overcharging, including 
training for workers and a 
pledge to give away prod¬ 
ucts if customers discover 
they were overcharged. 
The company has also 
been facing intense com¬ 
petition, with the organic 
offerings it’s known for be¬ 
coming more widely avail¬ 
able. 

It's trying to appeal to a 
broader audience, with 
plans to open a new chain 
of “365” stores with lower 
prices.

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Glencore share price plunges 
as commodity markets slump

LONDON (AP) — Commodities group Glencore saw its 
share price plunge by around a third on Monday as 
concerns mounted over its ability to service its sky-high 
debts at a time when earnings are battered by low 
commodity prices. 

The troubles at the company, which is one of the 
world’s largest producers and traders of commodities, 
illustrate the dramatic changes sweeping through the 
industry as an economic slowdown in China weighs on 
the prices for metals and minerals. 

In Glencore's case, the shares began dropping Mon¬ 
day after investment bank Investec Securities warned 
investors that the company may end up having to 
plow all its earnings into meeting its debt commitments 
if commodity prices, notably copper, don’t start rising. 
Investec analyst Hunter Hillcoat says Glencore is more 
exposed than rivals such as BHP Billiton and Rio Tinto 
because of the sheer size of its debt mountain, which 
stands at around $30 billion. 

In a note to clients, Hillcoat warned that Glencore 
could end up “solely working to repay debt obliga¬ 
tions” if commodity prices don't recover. Under such a 
scenario, Hillcoat said, the value of holding Glencore 
shares is “virtually eliminated." 

That proposition prompted a savage sell-off of Glen¬ 
core shares, which closed down 29 percent at 69 
pence in London, slightly higher than the all-time low 
of 67 pence recorded earlier in the day, according to 
financial information provider FactSet. 

Glencore, which was founded in 1974 by the late com¬ 
modities trader Marc Rich, floated in 2011 at a share 
price of 530 pence, a listing that valued the company 
at a little less than 40 billion pounds ($60 billion) and 
made several of the company’s executives, including 
CEO Ivan Glasenberg, billionaires. 

A person close to Glencore, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he was not authorized to speak 
on the record, said Investec’s analysis was “flawed” 
and noted that the company was on course to have 
free cash flow — what's left after debt payments — of 
around $3 billion this year at current market prices. 
Sentiment toward Glencore PLC, which is headquar¬ 
tered in Switzerland, has been fragile for months as in¬ 
vestors fretted over the impact of falling commodity 
prices on earnings and the company’s ability to meet 
its debt repayments. 

China's economic downturn is at the heart of Glen- 
core’s difficulties. Mining and commodities companies 
sought to take advantage of the country's booming 
growth at the turn of the decade, when many of the 
world’s leading economies were struggling to emerge 
from the global financial crisis and ensuing recession. 
According to Investec’s Hillcoat, mining companies 
“gorged themselves on cheap debt in a race to grow 
production following the Chinese stimulus that oc¬ 
curred in the wake of the global financial crisis” and 
that the consequences of that “are only now coming 
home to roost, as mines take a long time to build." 
Debt, said Hillcoat, “is fast becoming the most impor¬ 
tant consideration for mining company management." 
Commodity prices, meanwhile, have dropped sharply 
in recent months. Copper, which is used in electronics 
and which Glencore is particularly exposed to, is trad¬ 
ing near six-year lows. 

Glencore is aware of its problems. Earlier this month, it

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Life on Mars? NASA says planet appears to have flowing water

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — Mars appears to 
be flowing with rivulets of 
salty water, at least in the 
summer, scientists reported 
Monday in a finding that 
boosts the odds of life on 
the red planet. 

“It suggests that it would 
be possible for there to 
be life today on Mars,” 
NASA’s science mission 
chief, John Grunsfeld, said 
at a news conference. 
Scientists in 2008 confirmed 
the existence of frozen 
water on Mars. Now instru¬ 
ments aboard NASA’s Mars 
Reconnaissance Orbiter 
have yielded the stron¬ 
gest evidence yet that salt 
water in liquid form trick¬ 
les down certain Martian 
slopes each summer, ac¬ 
cording to the researchers. 
“Mars is not the dry, arid 
planet that we thought 
of in the past,” said Jim 
Green, director of plane- 
taryscience for NASA. “Un¬ 
der certain circumstanc¬ 
es, liquid water has been 
found on Mars." 

The rivulets — if that’s what 
they are, since the evi¬ 
dence for their existence 
is indirect — are about 12 
to 15 feet wide and 300 
feet or more long, scientists 
said. 

“What we're dealing with is 
wet soil, thin layers of wet 
soil, not standing water,” 
said Alfred McEwen of the 
University of Arizona at Tuc¬ 
son, the principal scientist 
for the Mars Reconnais¬ 
sance Orbiter's high-reso¬ 
lution imaging experiment. 
Because liquid water is es¬ 
sential to life, the findings 
could have major implica¬ 
tions for the possibility of 
Martian life. The research¬ 
ers said in the journal Na¬ 
ture Geoscience that fur¬ 
ther exploration is warrant¬ 
ed to determine whether 
microscopic life exists on 


the planet. 

McEwen said he, for one, 
believes the possibility of 
life on Mars to be “very 
high,” though it would be 
microbial and somewhere 
in the Martian crust. 

The presence of liquid wa¬ 
ter could also make life 
easier for astronauts visit¬ 
ing or living on Mars. Water 
could be used for drinking 
and for creating oxygen 
and rocket fuel. NASA's 
goal is to send humans 
there in the 2030s. 

The evidence of flowing 
water consists largely of 
dark, narrow streaks on the 
surface that tend to ap¬ 
pear and grow during the 
warmest Martian months 
and fade the rest of the 
year. 

Mars is extremely cold even 
in summer, and the streaks 
are in places where the 
temperature is as low as 
minus-10 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. But salt can lower the 
freezing point of water and 
melt ice. 

The source of the water is 
a mystery. Scientists noted 
it could be melting ice, an 
underground aquifer, wa¬ 
ter vapor from the thin Mar¬ 
tian atmosphere, or some 


combination. 

McEwen said that there 
appears to be a “signifi¬ 
cant volume” of water, 
speculating it could fill 
many Olympic swimming 
pools, but that it is spread 
thin. 

The streaks were spotted 
by the orbiter’s high-reso¬ 
lution, telescopic camera. 
Another on-board instru¬ 
ment detected the chemi¬ 
cal signature of salt com¬ 
pounds combined with 
water. 

Michael Meyer, lead sci¬ 
entist for NASA’s Mars ex¬ 
ploration program, said 
the only definitive way for 
now to determine whether 
there’s life on Mars is to col¬ 
lect rocks and soil for anal¬ 
ysis on Earth — something 
a U.S. lander set for liftoff in 
2020 will do. 

Now that scientists know 
what they’re looking for, a 
better, more methodical 
search can be carried out. 
Green said. 

“Water is one of the most 
precious resources neces¬ 
sary for a human mission 
to the red planet,” said 
Rep. Lamar Smith, R-Texas, 
chairman of the House sci¬ 
ence, space and technol-

ogy committee. “The more 
evidence we find of it, the 
more encouraged I am for 
future Mars missions.” 
Present-day Mars is noth¬ 
ing like ancient Mars. Three 
billion years ago, our most 
Earthlike neighbor had a 
huge ocean, but some¬ 
thing radical happened, 
and exactly what remains 
a mystery.

BERLIN (AP) — When the

The idea of water — and 
life — on Mars has been 
irresistible to earthlings for 
generations. 

In 1877, Italian astronomer 
Giovanni Schiaparelli spied 
what he called “canali” on 
Mars — Italian for “chan¬ 
nels” — but the word was 
mistranslated as “canals” 
in English, causing imagi¬ 
nations to run wild. In the 
early 1900s, amateur as¬ 
tronomer Percival Lowell 
claimed to have spotted 
irrigation canals and the¬ 
orized they were built by 
Martians. 

In 2008, NASA’s Phoenix 
spacecraft landed on 
Mars and confirmed the 
long-suspected presence 
of ice in the soil. The Mars 
Reconnaissance Orbiter 
has been circling the plan¬ 
et since 2006. 

The lead author of the re¬ 
search paper, Lujendra 
Ojha, is a Ph.D. candidate 
at Georgia Institute of 
Technology. 

For NASA, at least, the tim¬ 
ing couldn’t be better. 
This Friday, the NASA-ap¬ 
proved movie “The Mar¬ 
tian" has its premiere.Q 


objects collided during the 
early stages of the solar sys¬ 
tem, according to a paper 
published Monday in the 
journal Nature.

Rosetta comet likely formed

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‘The Walk’ a big-screen balancing act in a lost art

NEW YORK (AP) — Robert 
Zemeckis’ big, cinematic 
tale of Philippe Petit's au¬ 
dacious 1974 World Trade 
Center high-wire stunt is it¬ 
self a bold balancing act in 
a lost art. 

Mixing big-screen spec¬ 
tacle and an original story 
about real-life human be¬ 
ings is not the usual recipe 
in today’s reboot-crazed 
Hollywood. “The Walk,” 
which boasts some of the 
best 3-D the medium has 
seen, would be out of 
place amid the superhe¬ 
roes of summer, just as it 
stands out among the dour 
dramas of the fall. 

“I so subscribe to the Fran¬ 
cois Truffaut quote that a 
successful movie artistically 
is a movie that's a perfect 
blend of truth and spec¬ 
tacle," Zemeckis said in a 
recent interview. “I do think 
that’s what we go to mov¬ 
ies to see.” 

“The Walk,” which opens 
nationwide Friday, stars Jo¬ 
seph Gordon-Levitt as Petit 
and recounts the French 
high-wire artist's famous 
caper: sneaking to the top 
of the just-completed Twin 
Towers to hoist a wire and 
tiptoe between them. 

But the film is also an argu¬ 
ment for the magic of mov¬ 
ies to ascend to greater 
heights than a comic-book 
factory. It’s not hard to see 
“The Walk” as a metaphor 


for Zemeckis' movies alto¬ 
gether: the story of an indi¬ 
vidual elevated to dreamy 
heights of the clouds. 

“If you're going to do an 
original movie that isn’t a 
sequel, you’ve got to really 
supply a big cinematic ex¬ 
perience,” says Tom Roth¬ 
man, who produced “The 
Walk” while reviving TriStar 
Pictures before becoming 
chairman of the Sony Pic¬ 
tures Entertainment motion 
picture group. 

“Everyone knows there's so 
much great stuff on televi¬ 
sion and blah, blah, blah," 


adds Rothman. “You've 
got to really give people 
a reason to get out of their 
house and go to the cin¬ 
ema and see it on the big 
screen with a capital B. 
And that’s what this is.” 

The film has for years been 
a passion project for the 
63-year-old Zemeckis 
(“Back to the Future,” "For¬ 
rest Gump”), one of Holly¬ 
wood’s great illusionists. He 
spent a decade in digitally 
animated movies (“The Po¬ 
lar Express,” "A Christmas 
Carol”) before returning 
to live-action with 2012’s 


“Flight,” a character study 
of an alcoholic pilot (Den¬ 
zel Washington) that en¬ 
ticed moviegoers with an 
extraordinary plane crash 
set-piece — a carrot of 
special-effects dazzle. 

In the time since Zemeckis 
began developing “The 
Walk,” Petit's stunt was re¬ 
told in James Marsh's Os¬ 
car-winning documentary 
“Man on Wire." But while 
Zemeckis grants it's a very 
good documentary, he 
notes it's missing one essen¬ 
tial thing: Petit’s walk. 

That’s because when Pe¬ 


tit made his early morn¬ 
ing stroll with a handful of 
collaborators, it was pho¬ 
tographed but not video¬ 
taped. “Philippe was on 
the wire for 45 minutes and 
in all of Manhattan, no one 
could scramble a movie 
camera in 45 minutes,” 
chuckles Zemeckis. “How 
times have changed.” 

The central feat of “The 
Walk" is its digital recre¬ 
ation of the Towers, along 
with the vertigo-inducing 
3-D sensation of being 110 
stories in the air. The dizzy¬ 
ing effect — made within 
a budget of just $35 million 
— sent some moviegoers 
rushing to the restroom at 
the film's New York Film Fes¬ 
tival premiere on Saturday. 
“My cameraman and my 
visual effects supervisor 
and I, we studied what 
the best way would be to 
evoke that feeling of ver¬ 
tigo,” says Zemeckis. “We 
really paid attention to 
where we put the camera, 
what lenses we used, how 
we moved the camera, 
what gave us the most dra¬ 
matic sensation of height.” 
Gordon-Levitt spent sev¬ 
eral days at Petit’s home 
in the Catskills training with 
the still passionate 66-year- 
old Frenchman. Armed 
with an extensive, minute- 
by-minute lesson plan. Petit 
swore Gordon-Levitt would 
be walking unassisted on a 
wire within a week — and 
he was. □

“I found that everybody 
sings better as a duet,” 
said Rogers, who famous¬ 
ly made “Islands in the 
Stream" with Dolly Parton a 
huge pop song. 

Rogers will start his Christ¬ 
mas tour in November in 
Canada. 

His album is a mix of clas¬ 
sic holiday tunes like “Little 
Drummer Boy" and “Baby 
It's Cold Outside," a few 
new songs and plenty of 
great duets with singers 
like Alison Krauss, Jennifer 


Nettles and the a cappella 
group Home Free. 

“There’s a faction of peo¬ 
ple that always love Christ¬ 


mas music,” Rogers said. 
“Music has always been 
the great memory maker

The Fox TV show, which just 
concluded its 12th season, 
has turned into a reliable 
springboard for scores of 
Broadway dancers, help¬ 
ing performers land in ev¬ 
erything from “The King 
and I” to “Hamilton.” 

“I can’t say enough about 
how much I learned on the 
show, how many connec¬ 
tions I made on the show 
and how I needed it as a 
performer and as an artist," 
said Melanie Moore, the 
Season 8 winner who went 
on be Peter Pan in “Finding 
Neverland” and next has a 
featured part in “Fiddler on 
the Roof.” 

Alumni who have made a 
mark on Broadway include 
Ricky Ubeda in “On the 
Town,” Virgil Gadson in “Af¬ 
ter Midnight,” Cole Horibe 
and Alex Wong in “The 
King and I,” and Thayne 
Jasperson and Neil Haskell 
in “Hamilton.”

all under the gaze of live 
cameras and judges. It’s 
no wonder that Broadway 
comes knocking. 

“I hire ‘So You Think’ alum 
whenever I can," said 
Broadway choreographer 
Spencer Lift, whose cred¬ 
its include the new “Spring 
Awakening” on Broadway 
and Neil Patrick Harris' TV 
show “Best Time Ever.” 

“A huge reason why is they 
are in the most high-pres¬ 
sure situation you can ever 
be in. The ones that can cut 
it and survive in that world.

I know that I can trust them 
to put them on a stage.” 
Moore, so strong on the 
TV show that she was nick¬ 
named the “Beast,” was 
19 when she competed. It 
was the Georgia native's 
first big performing experi¬ 
ence, and she mastered 
everything from Latin jazz 
to hip-hop. 

“I developed this love of 
performing in front of a 
live, completely juiced-up 
audience,” she said. After 
moving to Los Angeles and 
working on “Glee,” she 
craved a new challenge. 


“With a live audience, the 
stakes are always so high." 
These days, looking for "SY- 
TYCD” credits in Playbills 
has replaced scanning for 
“Law & Order” mentions. 
But it’s not just the danc¬ 
ers who are making the 
leap — choreographers 
on “So You Think You Can 
Dance” are also enjoying 
higher recognition and a 
fan base. 

Some prominent choreog¬ 
raphers who straddle both 
worlds include Lift, Warren 
Carlyle, Joshua Bergasse 
and Mia Michaels, who 
made her Broadway debut 
last season creating “Find¬ 
ing Neverland.” 

When it came time to re¬ 
place Moore as Peter Pan, 
Michaels had a special 
dancer in mind. Naturally it 
was someone from “So You 
Think You Can Dance” — 
Amy Yakima. 

Yakima, 21, the Season 
10 winner from Michigan, 
dreamed of one day be¬ 
ing on Broadway but not so 
early in her career. She was 
a natural choice to replace 
Moore since both women 
share a muscular style, an 
eagerness to learn and an 
ability to sing. 

“She's one of my idols so 
it’s kind of crazy to fill her 
shoes,” Yakima said of 
Moore, who helped her 
learn the role. “As scared 
as I was, she made it a little 
bit better.” 

Hiring “So You Think You 
Can Dance” graduates 


also helps the box office of 
Broadway shows since fans 
of the TV show will check 
out their dancing heroes 
onstage. 

“I think that's why Broad¬ 
way is hiring them now. 
Melanie Moore and Amy 
Yakima — they have their 
own fan bases. They're sell¬ 
ing tickets,” said Lift. 

“So what normally (would) 
be just an ensemble danc¬ 
er in a Broadway show is 
actually somebody that 
can bring people into the 
house. That’s a new phe¬ 
nomenon.” 

Show alumni who end up in 
New York say they all keep 
in touch, bonded by what 
Moore calls a “crazy, har¬ 
rowing" experience: “No 
matter what season you're 
on, you all understand the 
other person has been 
through this thing." 

Michaels understands more 
than most. She challenges 
the TV contestants with 
tricky choreography set on 
park benches or about ad¬ 
diction and now reaps the 
reward by hiring them for 
the stage. 

“It's not for the weak, that's 
for sure. If’s a bif of a boof 
camp, in a sense,” she 
said. “They really have fo 
have that warrior spirit and 
they have to have that 
work ethic and they have 
to have the drive and pas¬ 
sion in order to survive that 
show. It really does help to 
train these young, aspiring 
artists.”□ 


Creeps and laughs in Atwood’s ‘The Heart Goes Last’

“If you do bad things for 
reasons you’ve been told 
are good, does it make 
you a bad person?” That's 
the question on the mind 
of Margaret Atwood’s her¬ 
oine near the end of “The 
Hearf Goes Lasf." 

The science fiction that 
generates the question is 
worth the quick read. The 
heroine is Charmaine. She 
and her husband, Stan, are 
down on their luck, home¬ 
less, hungry and living out 
of their car. Cue a TV pitch¬ 
man who seems to speak 
directly to them: “Tired of 
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This cover image released 
by Nan A. Talese/Doubleday 
shows “The Heart Goes Last,” 
by Margaret Atwood.

living out of your car? You 
didn't sign up for this. You 
deserve better." 

Soon Charmaine and Stan 
are indoctrinated in the 
Positron Project, a utopian 
experiment that is market¬ 
ed as the perfect solution 
to America’s prison prob¬ 
lem. Residents spend a 
month as inmates and then 
a month in a manufac¬ 
tured town called Consil¬ 
ience, where all their needs 
are met and crime doesn't 
exist. 

All they have to do is prom¬ 
ise they’ll never leave. 
Revealing much more 
of the plot would de¬ 


prive readers of Atwood’s 
creepy but entertaining vi¬ 
sion of a possible future. The 
decor and pop culture of 
Consilience is copied from 
the 1950s, identified as fhe 
decade when most Ameri¬ 
cans considered them¬ 
selves happy. 

There are sex robots that 
look like Elvis, Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe movies on TV and 
postage stamp yards with 
hedges that rarely need 
trimming but that Stan 
slashes weekly anyway as 
an outlet for the anxiety 
he’s starting to feel, “like an 
animal trapped in a cage.” 
That anxiety soon gives 


way to outright terror as 
Charmaine and Stan learn 
what's really happening 
behind the prison walls. 
From that point on the story 
unfolds quickly as they get 
caught up in a scheme to 
escape and expose the 
Positron Project. 

Atwood escalates the ten¬ 
sion with every page, but 
never lapses into outright 
horror. Stan imagines “hot 
blooding hitting him in the 
face like a wafer cannon" 
as he slices through some¬ 
one’s neck with his hedge 
trimmer, but neither he nor 
Charmaine are superhe¬ 
roes. □ 
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
